CHICK-FIL-A BECOMES 
GROUND ZERO FOR 
GAY MARRIAGE FIGHT

The row over same-sex marriage saw crowds 
of Christians flocking to Chick-fil-A on 
Wednesday, while same-sex couples will turn 
up at the fast-food chain Friday for pubHc dis- 
plays of affection. 

Both events are intended as mass shows 
of support by people on both sides of the 
marriage issue and mark the latest round 
in a long-standing beef that gay and lesbian 
rights groups have with Chick-fil-A’s lead- 
ership, which has openly espoused biblical 
values, not only in its operating principles, 
but in its conservative definition of family 
as well. 

The controversy came to a boil after an in- 
terview with the fast-food restaurant chain’s 
president and COO, Dan Cathy, appeared 
in The Baptist Press on July i6, in which he 
weighed in with his views on family 

“We are very much supportive of the family 
— the biblical definition of the family unit,” 
Cathy said. 

“We are a family-owned business, a family- 
led business, and we are married to our first 
wives. We give God thanks for that.” 

Proponents of same-sex marriage spread 
Cathy’s comments, eventually creating a fire-

Former GOP presidential candidates Mike 
Huckabee and Rick Santorum encouraged 
people to show their support for Chick-fil-A 
by buying food there Wednesday Huckabee 
dubbed the day Chick-fil-A Appreciation Day 
and touted it via his TV and radio shows and 
online.

Austin and South Peering each saw two ho- 
micides in the past week, a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police data found. 

In Austin, an 18-year-old man was shot to 
death Tuesday in the 1000 block of North 
Lawler Avenue, police said.

In South Deering, a 20-year-old man and a 
31-year-old man were shot to death July 26 In 
the 10000 block of South Torrence Avenue, the 
community’s second double homicide in three 
days, RedEye determined. 

South Deering has logged six homicides so 
far this year. The South Side community area 
recorded three homicides last year, RedEye 
data found. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were logged 
In the last week in East Garfield Park, Greater 
Grand Crossing, the Near West Side, North 



Lawndale, South 
Shore and West 
Pullman, RedEye 
determined. 

Meanwhile, a 1-year- 

old Roseland girl died Saturday of head trau- 
ma, and the Cook County Medical Examiner’s 
Office ruled her death a homicide. 

July ended Tuesday with 49 homicides, 
down from 55 homicides In July 2011. This Is 
the first year-over-year decrease in homicides 
since August 2011, RedEye determined. 

No homicides have been logged In August. 
Thirty-seven homicides were recorded in 
August 2011, according to RedEye data.

Zimmerman Judge: I won’t back down 


D SANFORD, Fla. The judge in the George 
Zimmerman second-degree murder 
case has decided not to step aside. 

Circuit Judge Kenneth Lester Jr. made that 
formal ruling Wednesday That’s a defeat for 
Zimmerman, who three weeks ago filed paper- 
work asking the judge to recuse himself from 
the case saying he feared Lester would not 
treat him fairly 

In a bond order, Lester described Zimmer- 
man as a manipulator who was gaming the 
criminal justice system by hiding $130,000 and 
keeping a secret passport. 

The judge wrote in that earlier order that if 
not for a satellite monitoring system keeping 
track of his whereabouts, Zimmerman might 
well have fled. 

In his ruling Wednesday, the judge made no 


comment about the allegations of unfairness. 
He merely wrote that the motion was 
insufficient. 

Defense attorney Mark O’Mara could 
appeal Lester’s decision not to step aside. It 
was not immediately clear what he would do. 

Shawn Vincent, who manages the George 
Zimmerman Legal Defense Fund website, 
said once O’Mara’s team has a “thoughtful 
response” they will post the statement online. 

Zimmerman is now free on $i million bail, 
awaiting trial for killing Trayvon Martin, an 
unarmed black 17-year-old whom he shot 
Feb. 26. 

Zimmerman says he acted in self-defense, 
that Trayvon attacked and overpowered him 
and was beating his head into a sidewalk. 

Prosecutors say Zimmerman is guilty of 



profiling, that he spotted the teenager in 
his neighborhood, assumed he was about 
to commit a crime then chased him and 
murdered him.

As anyone can see, 
Rick Ross is a man 
with a prodigious ap- 
petite and a frame to 
match. The former 
corrections officer 
has become one of 
the most success- 
ful rappers alive, as 
well as one of the 
most notable owners 
of a celebrity label 
imprint, the lavishly titled Maybach Music 
Group. He opens his verses with a signature 
grunt and raps in a rumbling bark. He had 
two in-flight seizures in one day this fall. 
These things we know. 

However, according to the content of his 
albums, including the new “God Forgives, I 
Don’t,” Rick Ross is harder to pin down. On 
record, Rick Ross is a rags-to-riches drug 
kingpin. His drugs are ostensibly imported 
from Haiti, Colombia or Venezuela. He 
at one point had an empty fridge. He stiU 
carries a gun, which matches his watch. He 
has floor seats for the Miami Heat, which 


cost $20,000. A Rick Ross guest verse costs 
$100,000. He owns the following brands 
of cars: Porsche, Maybach (discontinued), 
Ferrari, BMW, Jaguar, Cadillac, Lamborghini 
and Land Rover. His aforementioned seizures 
were the result of receiving certain sexual 
attentions on a private jet. Rick Ross’ friends 
include the compulsively unlikeable Wale, but 
also Jay-Z and Andre 3000, who can both de- 
fiver jaw-dropping, unconventionally brUliant 
rap verses. Rick Ross owns a $24,000 toilet. 

It’s hard to say what’s real and what isn’t. 
Here’s a hint, though: The drug kingpin stuff 
is not real. 

Not that it matters— Ross basks in hip- 
hop’s malleable narratives and reuses familiar 
archetypes as readily as a James Cameron 
movie, cycling through famfliar hip-hop and 
pop culture personas.

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Frank memoir a wild ride

In Kate Bornstein’s new memoir, 

“A Queer and Pleasant Danger,” 
the transgender writer and 
speaker admits it’s not readers 
she’s really speaking to. 

She’s directing the story of her 
life at her own daughter— from 
the years spent currying L. Ron 
Hubbard’s favor as a Scientologist 
to the time she served as a BDSM 
“slave” to two women in Seattle. 

That child, Jessica, is now grown, with kids 
of her own. According to Bornstein, Jessica 
remains in the upper echelons of Scientol- 
ogy and wouldn’t be able to contact ousted 
relatives like her mother. So she speaks to 
her estranged daughter through her memoir, 
released earlier this summer. 

With Scientology in the headlines follow- 
ing the breakup ofTom Cruise and Katie 
Holmes, it’s fascinating to read chapters 
about the nascent movement back in a time 
when Scientologists Hke Bornstein would 
never have considered it a rehgion. Born- 
stein, back when she was ‘A 1 Bornstein,” met 
Hubbard and moved up rapidly through the 
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ranks, eventually hitting a bizarre 
and 007-like snag in her Scientol- 
ogy career. 

After leaving Scientology, 
Bornstein decided it was time 
to fully devote herself to getting 
gender reassignment surgery and 
began living as a woman full- 
time. Soon, she was in the bond- 
age and domination scene, and 
she’s frank — sometimes to the 
point of creeping you out— with 
the details of what a night spent in BDSM 
“play” can be like. 

Eventually, Bornstein evolves into her cur- 
rent incarnation as a gender theorist, writer 
and performer. It’s an unbeHevable ride (or 
at least it would be if it were a story told by 
someone else). 

The experience of peeking into Bornstein’s 
mind can be at times thrilling, voyeuristic 
and confusing. But the storytelling never 
stops being entertaining. 

The book will delight Bornstein’s fans with 
new material and introduce the uninitiated 
to a truly unique spirit. Either way, it will be 
fun, funny and never mean.

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^Dangerous’ gender 
activist takes a look back

Kate Bornstein describes herself as queer and 

truly is quite pleasant— but a danger? 

Not likely, unless you’re a Scientologist, 
transphobic, fussy or offended by brutally 
honest sex talk. OK, so there are certainly 
some people who might consider her danger- 
ous. Her books — including her new memoir 
‘A Queer and Pleasant Danger”— and her 
statements that she feels like neither fully 
man nor fully woman have won her fans and 
critics alike. 

Bornstein, who joined the Church of Sci- 
entology and then publicly distanced her- 
self from it, visits the Center on Halsted in 
Lakeview this weekend. She will be reading 
at Women and Children First bookstore in 
AndersonvUle at 7:30 p.m. Thursday, speaking 
at the Center at 7 p.m. Saturday and leading 
an acting workshop for queer youth Sunday. 
RedEye sat down with Bornstein for a Q&A 
about everything from Katie Holmes to gen- 
der-queer activism. 

Congrats on your new memoir. Was it harder 
to write than you thought it would be? 

Oh, goUy, yes. I mean, you know. I’m really 
old. So there was a lot of ground to cover. 

You were once a Scientologist. What’s your 
take on the Tom Cruise/Katie Holmes situ- 
ation? 

Katie Holmes is like the biggest danger 
{Scientology has} ever faced. Really, truly, I 
love that girl. I think she’s like a feminist role 
model. She stood up to them, got what she 
wanted and now the church is scrambling to 
save face. 


What’s the next frontier in civil rights or 
gender activism? 

What needs to happen on the left and the 
transgender collective movements, they need 
to get together to form a true coalition of the 
margins. 

I wanted to talk a little bit about “Hello, Cruel 
World.” I know it’s not a new book, but it 
seems like it laid the groundwork for the “It 
Gets Better” campaign. 

I got the idea for the book after 9/11, maybe 
six months after 9/11. ... I went, ‘What the 
[bleep} value is post-modern gender theory 
in a world this mad?’ ... {But} the one thing 
I know how to do is stay alive in a world 
that would rather see me dead— for lots of 
reasons, dead or silent. So I thought, OK, I’ll 
write a suicide prevention book. 

Really? 

Everything I found advised kids to be good. 
Just, be good. No! And no one was saying, 
‘No, no baby be bad. That’s what’s going to 
keep you alive.’ ... That preceded the ‘it gets 
better thing,’ but Dan Savage really, really 
nailed it and did a good job of it. 

What are you going to do when you’re in 
Chicago? 

You know, when I’m in Chicago, I really like 
walking down by the river. That is such a 
gentle, yummy thing to do. And I know it’s a 
touristy thing to do, but I love walking all the 
way to the end and out on the pier. I think 
it’s just awesome that you have that.
